part in the celebrations which will 
in ark; the progress of the Jamestown 
Tercentennial Exposition. 
For the 


opening of the exposition on -Friday 
the war vessels of Great Britain, of 
Germany and of Austria are expected 
One of the visiting Germans, the crui- 
ser Bremen, is already in the road- 
stead. 


There are pobably 25'American bat- 


tleships and cruisers in 
the 
line, 


which is headed by the Connecticut. 
The vessels are .anchored 
several 


thousand yards ofe. the 
exposition 


grounds in a huge semi-circle. 
Prac- 


tically every type of fighting craft in 
the navy Is represented. The battle- 
ships range from the 16,000-ton Con- 
necticut and Louisiana down to the 
all 'but abandoned Texas, the oldest 
American battleship, and sister of 
the wrecked. Maine. 


The armored cruisers 
Tennessee 


and ^Washington, each of 14,500 tons 
and i mounting 20 guns apiece, are 
the heaviest of cruisers.

est cruisers are .the Denver and the 
Cleveland—3100 tons each.

NOVEL TYPES OF MATCHES. 


Inventions 
Aiming 
at Convenience 


\ and Safety, 
, 


Pictured in the accompanying en- 


graving are several novel types of 
matches. A flexible'typo of these is 
represented .in Fig. 1, which shows a 
strip wound up into a roll. The strip 
is lapped, and provided with igniting 
means, at regular intervals. When it 
is desired to utilise a match the roll 
is grasped, the strip is pressed just 
above a lap, and the projecting end of 
the strip is pulled. A separate .edge 
view is given of this lap or fold, which 
consists of a lapped-bver portion ad- 
hering to the main part. The fold un- 
der its right end is supplied with a 
rubbing, surfaced 
The left end of.the 


adjacent surface' is provided, 
with 


an igniting compound, which .when 
brought into contact with the rubbing 
surface is ignited by friction. 
This 


does not claim to be a safety match. 
Fig. 2 shows an excellent device in 
the form of a match box. On invert- 


On pulling the match stick, tbe de- 
tonating compound"-jesses' over' and', 
rubs against, the Igniting substance of 
the adjacent stick. Ignition occurs un- 
der the friction contact, produced by 
the band, and when the match stick Is 
rapidly pulled from the pack It is 
ready,, for use. The detonator and 
igniter are never in contact when with- 
in the accordion folds. ; 


The possibility of lighting a match, 


or, fusee, with one hand while the other 
is 'engaged, Says Scientific American, 
is made easy by.the simple mechanism 
illustrated in Fig. 4. The small sec- 
tion view shows a match in its inside 
position. 
The inner surface of one 


end of the open tube is,coated with a 
surface of sand, glue, or other rubbing 
compound to ignite the match. 
The 


head, end and most of the match is ia- 
closed in the casing. 
Pressing or 


pushing the protruding end through 
the" tube causes the head to come ia 
contact with the frictional surface oC 
the. other end of the tube, where it is 
ignited and en passing out burns, as 
shown in the larger engraving.

invention is usable in rainy, windy, or 
stormy weather, and may be safely 
carried loosely in a pocket pouch oij 
like receptacle.

Some Novel Types of Matches. 


ing it. one of the combustible pellets in 
th'.; bo's 'readily passes Jnto the node 
and enters tho cap. The latter is cut 
away so as to expose the top side of 
tho pellet to contact with a rough sur- 
face for purposes of ignition.
